After  lunch  at  the 
Hogan  Campus  Center,  we  will  re-convene  at  the  American  Antiquarian  Society/  a 
f ltteen-minute    drive    from   Holy    Cross.

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***DIRECTIONS  FOR  GETTING  TO  HOLY  CROSS*** 

Massachusetts  Turnpike;  Take  the  Mass.  Turnpike  to  Auburn  (Exit  10).  Get 
on  Route  290  East  toward  Worcester.  Take  the  College  Square  exit.  Drive  past 
the  Howard  Johnson's  and  take  the  first  right  (College  Street).  Enter  the 
college  at  the  main  gate  (Linden  Lane)  and  park  in  the  Visitors  Parking  Area 
(turn  left  after  the  guard  house) . 

From  the  Northeast  (NH,  Maine)  :  Take  Route  93  or  95  to  Route  495.  Get  on 
Route  290  West  toward  Worcester/Auburn.  Take  the  College  Square  exit,  and  bear 
left  under  290  onto  Southbridge  St.  Pass  the  Howard  Johnson's  and  take  the 
first  right  (College  Street).  Enter  the  college  at  the  main  gate  (Linden  Lane) 
and  park  in  the  Visitors  Parking  area. 

From  the  North  (Vermont) :  Take  Route  91  to  Route  2  to  Route  190  South.  In 
Worcester,  take  Route  290  West  toward  Auburn.  Get  off  290  at  the  College  Square 
exit,  and  continue  as  from  the  Northeast ,  above. 

From  the  Southeast  (Rhode  Island,  SE  Mass.)  :  Take  Route  495  to  Route  90 
(Turnpi  ke)  West,  and  proceed  as  Massachusetts  Turnpi  ke,  above. --OR-- 

Take  Route  146  to  Route  20  WEST  (toward  Auburn).  Look  for  the  HOLY  CROSS 
STADIUM  sign  and  turn  right  there  onto  Greenwood  Street.  Continue  straight  for 
about  2  miles.  Take  a  left  on  McKeon  Road;  there  is  a  Credit  Union  on  the  near 
corner  on  your  left  and  a  D'Angelos  Sub  shop  on  the  opposite  corner.  Follow 
McKeon  Road  past  the  HC  Stadium  (McKeon  winds  around  the  periphery  of  the 
campus).  Take  a  sharp  left  immediately  after  going  under  the  overpass,  then 
take  your  next  left  onto  Southbridge  Street.  (Rotman's  Furniture  will  be 
directly  across  from  you.)  Bear  left  after  going  under  the  next  overpass  and 
bear  left  again.  You  are  now  on  Southbridge  going  the  other  way,  and  Howard 
Johnson's  is  on  your  right.  Take  the  next  right  (College  Street),  and  enter  the 
campus  at  Linden  Lane. 

From  the  Southwest  (Connecticut) ;  Take  Route  395  (52)  to  Route  290  East 
toward  Worcester,  to  the  College  Square  exit  and  proceed  as  Massachusetts 
Turnpike,  above. — OR — 

Take  Route  86  to  Sturbridge,  then  Route  20  toward  Charlton.  Continue  on 
Route  20  to  Auburn  where  you  should  get  on  Route  290  East  toward  Worcester. 
Take  the  College  Square  exit  and  continue  as  Massachusetts  Turnpi  ke,  above. 

From  the  West ;  If  you  do  not  wish  to  use  the  Turnpike,  take  Route  9  to 
Worcester  (Route  9  becomes  Main  Street).  After  the  intersection  of  Main  Street 
and  Park  Avenue/  take  a  right  at  the  second  light  (after  the  first  light,  you 
should  get  into  the  right  lane)  onto  Cambridge  Street.  The  Webster  House 
restaurant  is  on  the  corner  on  your  right.  Follow  Cambridge  to  Southbridge 
Street.  Polini's  Bakery  will  be  in  front  of  you.  Turn  right  on  Southbridge. 
Go  under  the  overpass  and  bear  left  (DO  NOT  get  on  the  ramp  to  Route  290  W)  . 
Continue  to  bear  left.  This  puts  you  back  on  Southbridge  Street  going  the  other 
way.  Howard  Johnson's  will  be  on  your  right.  Turn  right  on  College  Street 
after  Howard  Johnson's  and  enter  the  campus  at  the  main  gate  (Linden  Lane). 
Proceed  to  the  visitor's  parking  lot  as  above.

AWA  RD 

The  Music  Library  Association  is  now 
accepting  applications  for  the  first 
Walter  Gerboth  Award,  this  year  $200,  in 
memory  of  the  esteemed  professor  of  music 
and  former  music  librarian  who  died  in 
1984.  Eligible  are  members  of  the 
Association  who  are  music  librarians  in 
the  first  five  years  of  their  professional 
career,  seeking  assistance  for  a  research 
project  in  progress.  It  is  desirable  but 
not  required  that  the  research  be  destined 
for    publication. 

An  application  should  be  accompanied 
by  two  letters  of  support,  one  for  the 
person  and  one  for  the  project,  and  should 
include  a  vita  as  well  as  names  of  further 
references  who  might  be  consulted.  It 
should  describe  the  project  and  its 
significance,  and  show  the  total  budget, 
specifying  the  amount  requested  from  the 
Association,  sources  of  other  funds  if 
any,  and  the  purpose  of  the  funds 
requested.  No  funds  will  be  awarded  for 
capital  purchases.  Applications  should  be 
submitted  by  January  1,  1986,  to  Gerboth 
Award,  Sibley  Music  Library,  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  26  Gibbs  St.,  Rochester, 
NY    14604.
